This year, the All-Eastern 
cat with the highest total of points is Mrs. Arthur Cobb’s Seal 
Point Female, Grand Champion Chindwin's Singumin = of 
Newten. In addition to numerous specialty wins, she was Best 
Cat in both the Norfolk and the Boston All Breed Shows, and 
she will now compete with the top cats of the other sections 
for the 1953 Cat of the Year tithe. Mr. and Mrs. Robert Mar- 
tin’s Triple Champion Rollywoods Rejoui of Rob-Mar, a 
Shaded Silver, is the highest point male and will carry the 
East’s hopes for opposite Sex honors of the year.

Double Conception is entirely possi- 


ble—and very likely in cats if two males 


are allowed with a queen during her 
season. Although it is true that each 
ovum is fertilized by only one sperm: 


normally many ova are produced and 
millions of sperm are present to fertilize 
them. Except in the unusual case of 
morozygotic twins, cach kitten in a litter 


is the result of a single ovum. A Siamese 


cat can be mated with a Siamese male 
aad produce several eggs which are 
then fertilized by the sperm from the 
Siamese male. This same queen may 
“get out” a few days later and mate 
with a stray. The Siamese queen may 


produce more eggs which are fertilized 
by sperm from the unknown sire. The 
resulting “litter” will include some full- 
blooded Siamese kits and some hybrid 
Siamese-unknown. Since Siamese color- 
ing is recessive to any other normal cat 
color, the only way the Siamese-colore 1 
kittens in such a litter could be the off- 
spring of the stray stud would be that 
the stray sire was part Siamese. 

Double conception is possible in cats.

“Improving the Breeding of 
Cats”—Hahn, January 1953 
KINKS AND “SNAKEY” 

In connection with the “kink” ques- 
tion discussed by Mrs. Manley in April 
in relation to Mrs. Hahn’s January 
article, it has been my experience that 
for practical breeding purposes, we must 
still consider crooks, kinks, and bobbed 
tails as recessive in breeding Siamese, 
while straightness and normal length of 
tail is dominant. Certainly, from the 
matings of screwed-tailed Siamese, or of 
straight-tailed stock whose “tail-type” 
seems hard to maintain, can only 
expect even fancier bobs and bends— 
multiple genes and multiple alleles to the 
contrary. 

\s for he expression “snakey”, Mrs. 
Hahn’s statement in its original form 
(that “snakey” was being suggested as a 
desirable trait) is only too true. One 
can see so-called “snakey” Siamese at 
shows without having to look far. I agree 
in preferring cats to snakes, at least as 
housepets. 

I found Mrs. Hahn’s article taken as 
a whole to be most interesting, and it 
was refreshing to read a serious article 
which was not full of compound complex 
sentences and six-jointed technical words. 
The bread-and-butter of the article was 
well-baked with proper ingredients, and 
T am afraid that if we fuss at a cook 
hecause the loaf is a bit dark on the 
hottom, she may not bother to bake bread 
again.
